The reply went beck from 
Warm Springs: “I would 
minimise the general Soviet pro- 
blem naa much as possible — be- 
chuse these problems, in one 
form or another, seem to arise 
every day and most of. them 
straighten out....we must be 
firm, however, and our course 
thus far ig :correct.” 


Good Advice — 


The message “bears all the 
earmarks of having been written 
by the President himself,’ 
Ryrnes satd, “The advice is as 
good today aa it was on the ‘day 
it was written, [t la idle to 
speculate on what the, course of 
history would have been had 
President Roosevelt lived, but 
these messages dispose of the 
legend that our relations with 
the Soviet Union began to de- 
terlorate only after his death.” 

Byrnes polnta out that  Rus- 
alaneAllied cooperation reached 
its high polnt at the Yalta con- 
férence, but began to decline 
soon afterwards.
